Baseball Still on the Hook 

After his rather dramatic investigation of pro 
fessional sports, Representative Celler of the 
House Anti-Trust subcommittee has drawn up a 
bill which makes the football and basketball pro- 
moters reasonably happy, but still leaves the 
baseball industfy on the hook. 

The bill would bring certain commercial as- 
pects of sports—ticket sales, concessions, rental 
of stadiums and the like—under the anti-trust 
laws. It recognizes the reserve clause, player 
draft, territorial rights and farm systems as 
‘reasonably necessary’ and would exempt them 
from anti-monopoly regulations 

That would make the baseball moguls. happy, 
were it not for radio and TV. ‘asting 
has become one of their chief sources of revenue 
and also their biggest headache. Minor league 
teams have been protesting vigorously that a 
broadcast or telecast of a major league game in 
their area kills their chance of drawing a paying 
crowd. Uike the football colleges, most of the 
major league baseball clubs are willing to “black 
out” such areas, but they are now threatened 
with litigation if they do so—on the ground of 
discrimination—and they are threatened with 
monopoly charges if they do not 

Well, the Judiciary Committee also is studying 
the matter, and Baseball Commissioner Ford 
Frick still may realize his hope for a law which 
will not “subject organized sport to the constant 
threat of litigation.” Meanwhile it is not a hard 
world for players who sign six-figure contracts.

Measured by Dollars 

The mere voting of money does not neces- 
sarily mean improvement of an educational sys- 
tem. A system might be too inadequate to use 
a sudden. and sizable appropriation to real ad- 
vantage, Still, dollars are a ready way of meas- 
uring things. 

Thus President Eisenhower is asking a billion 
dollars, in all, for his four-year education pro- 
gram. That means $250,000,000 a year. -And 
Gov. Harriman of New York is asking his state 
government to spend $656,000,000 on.the state's 
schools next year. 

New York does not have a teputation for lav- 
ish educational expenditures. For instance, it 
ranks forty-fifth among the states in the per- 
centage of its expenditures devoted to higher 
education. White House recommendations, of 
course, are far more selective than New York 
expenditures. But does that make them more 
nearly adequate?

McClellan bitterly assailed 
DeKoning in a letter released 
yesterday. The letter was a 
reply to one received earlier in 
the week from DeKoning who 
announced that the local’s vot- 
ing members would decide at 
a Feb. 28 meeting whether to 
grant reinstatement. 

“Your letter makes a com- 
plete mockery of your promise 
to reform,”’ McClellan said. ‘It 
is now more obvious than ever 
that your union will only be 
cleaned up by outside action.” 

To a suggestion that the 
committee send an observer, 
preferably Counsel Robert F. 
Kennedy, to the membership 
meeting, McClellan replied: 
“Under no circumstances would 
I permit Mr. Kennedy or any- 
one from the staff of this-com- 
mittee to participate in the 
kind of election you propose.” 

The ocmmittee at recent 
hearings involving the Operat- 
ing Engineers, heard testimony 
from witnesses who told of 
beatings and penalties imposed 
against those who opposed De- 
Koning.

Bids for re- 
tiring farms in Maine will be 
received through the rest of 
this month, but the initial re- 
sponse in the three other states 
was far from encouraging to 
sponsors of the project 

Officials had said that if the 
trial plan worked in_ these 
states and in Maine it probably 
would be extended to other 
states next vear 


The department said in an 
announcement, however, that 
the “great majority” of the 


bids received were teo high in 
relation to the productivity and 
rental value of the land offered 
for retirement for five or 10 
years. 

. Too few acceptable bids were 
received, officials said, to make 
the plan effective. Therefore 
all bids were turned down, 

Inasn.uch as farmers in
